The great success of the National Liberals 
is due mainly to the vigorous canvass made 
by Herr Von Benningen and Dr. Miguel. 
Mayer of Fraukfytt-on-ihe-Main, who re­ 
tired from active politics four years ago, 
but who resumed the leadership of the 
party upon the dissolution ot the Reichs­ 
tag, and will lead the party in the new one. 
The result of the election shows that the 
fear of war was a more powerful motive 
than any other consideration with the 
electors. In one quarter Bismarck suffered 
a serious repulse, Alsace-Loriaine, where 
all the candidates who were openly advo­ 
cating the restoration of Alsace-Lorraine 
to France wore elected by overwhelming 
majorities. The manufacturing districts of 
Saxony, in which the Socialists lost six 
seats, had heretofore been their very strong­ 
hold, and their defeat has, "of couise, 
considerable 
significance. 
It 
is 
cer­ 
tain that the aggregate Socialistic vote 
cast throughout Germany 
show gains 
of several hundred thousand. Toe fact at 
once recognized in regard (o the German 
elections is the triumph of the trinity—the 
Emperor, Chancellor and soldiers. The in­ 
terest in England attaches itself only to 
two aspects of the elections—first, the in­ 
crease of the Socialist vote in Berlin ; sec­ 
ond, the attitude of Alsace and Lorraine. 
This has produced an immense sensation 
in France. 
The Nationalsays : The 21st of February 
is a day which will remain eternally en­ 
graved on the heart of Frauce. 
The Liberie regards the Alsa’ian vote as a 
reply to the comiuinatory maneuvers ot the 
Emperor's lieutenants.

F io cecd in g s of tins N ational L ab o r C on­ 
vention a t C incinnati. 
Cincinnati. February 2Jd.—It was an 
hour alter the time for convening this 
morning when the Chair called about o.’te- 
half of tbe National Labor Convention to 
order. The other half was either busy at 
committee work or was disinclined to early 
work. 
On motion of Mrs. Severance, of Wis­ 
consin, the rules were 
suspended and 
Crocker, of Kansas, was permitted to ex­ 
plain the Oklahoma movement, and to 
present a preamble and resolution in regard 
to that matter. Crocker proceeded to read 
the preamble, reciting tbe action of Con­ 
gress with reference to tbe acquiring of 
that ground, its grant to tbe railroad com­ 
pany and its subsequent forfeiture, and de­ 
claring that tliis land is now in the posses­ 
sion of a vast cattle’syndicate, by undue in­ 
fluence of tiie United Stales Courts, army 
and other officers, ami closed by a resolu­ 
tion severely censuring tlie action of the 
present Administration, and demanded the 
passage of the now pending Oklahoma bill, 
and, if this Congress does not pass this bill, 
then requesting the President to convene 
tbe next Congress in extra session to pass 
the bill. 
Mr. Crocker went on to speak of the 
wrongs of the Oklahoma colonists. 
His 
point was that a railroad corporation and a 
cattle syndicate were holding possession of 
that country by the power of a military 
mob. He would not call it military—it 
was a military mob. 
He pictured the 
peaceful purposes of tlie settlers, anxious 
to get homes, and the gross outrages in­ 
flicted on them, arrested, subjected to in­ 
dignities, in one case resulting in the death 
of the wife of one of these men seeking a 
home. He closed with the hope that his 
resolution, when presented for 
action, 
would be adopted without a dissenting vote. 
After discussion, the resolution went to a 
committee. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Waters, of 
llliii*-is, offered a motion that the Chair 
shall appoint a committee of five on 
permanent organization, and to take charge 
"f the organization of the new party 
throughout tbe country. 
The Chair declared the motion out of 
order at this time. 
Eaton oi Illinois, by unanimous consent, 
offered a scheme for the organiz ition of tiie 
new party, outlining plans for local organ- 
izttioit, and accompanied it with explana­ 
tions. 
The Committee on Platform reported a 
long platform. 
Tim reading was vocifer­ 
ously applarided. Upon the close of the 
reading a delegate from Illinois moved the 
adoption of the majority report. 
Tiie minority report is simply on the 
temperance plunk, and is an out and out 
prohibition declaration as to otan saloons, 
leaving tiie question of manufacture for 
submission to the people. 
A motion to lay the minority report on 
the table was made, and a viva voce vote 
appeared to carry tbe motion. 
A division was called for and showed the 
vote almost unanimous in favor of laying 
it on the table. 
Mrs. Severance offered a substitute for 
tiie suffrage amendment, declaring the 
“ right to vote is inherent in citiz-mship, 
irrespective of sex." The substitute was 
adopted by a three-fourths vote. 
Tiie only other section giving rise to ex­ 
tended deiiate was the temperance piank. 
After various substitutes had been re­ 
jected, the piank was adopted as offered in 
the majority report. 
i'ite 
platform after having been so 
amended as to make the name of tbe 
party " Union Labor." was adopted, and at 
midnight the Convention adjourned until 
9 o'clock to-morrow morning.

February 231.—Two shocks of 
earthquake were ti lt at Nice at 6 o'clock 
this 
morning. 
Houses 
rocked, 
walls 
cracked, and in s> vac cases frail tenements 
were thrown to tbe ground. People rushed 
from tuelr be uses and fell upon tiieir knees 
in the street». Maying for deliverance from 
sudden death. Visitors to the city have 
become thoroughly frightened and are 
leaving the place. Many persons were in­ 
jured by falling debris. Much alarm is felt 
lest tlipre be a recurrence cif tbe shocks. 
The i’rince of Wales, who was in Nice a 
few days ago, witnessing tbe festivities 
which ¡«recede tbe I.enten season, had 
taken his departure ami was safe at Cannes. 
Shocks were also felt at Montecarlo and 
Monaco, at which place they were so severe 
that rooks were detached front the cliffs 
and precipitated into the sea. The dis­ 
turbances extended as far a3 Genoa. 
At tbe time of the earthquake this morn­ 
ing tbe Rivera was crowded with English 
and American tourist.», and persons of dis­ 
tinction. When tbe lirst shock occurred 
tbe streets of Nice were fairly thronged 
with persons in ball-room costumes, return­ 
ing to tbeir homes from til- last Carnival 
of the winter season. Two of these earth­ 
quakes came wilh pirullar terror. 
The shocks were felt with great severity 
a* Savona, near Genoa, and a number of 
houses were wrecked and eleven persons 
killed at that place. 
TOULON HAS TWO SHOCKS. 


L o n d o n , Februaiv 23d. — Further dis­ 
patches concerning tbe earthquakes In tbe 
south of Europe Ibis morning state that 
two violent shocks were felt at Toulon at G 
o'clock. The first shock was of 13 seconds’ 
duration and tbe second of 12 seconds.

WHY THIS DELAY? 
There is in some quarters a faint dis]g>- 
sition to decry the State text-book experi­ 
ment. That this has representation in the 
Legislature, we were unwilling to believe, 
but facts of which we now have knowledge 
justify suspicion. 
Outside influences are 
known to be secretly at work to defeat the 
State’s effort, and these we fear are being 
responded to actively in the Legislature. 
The jieople, in November, 1884, by the 
astonishing vote of 148,017 against 11,930, 
adopted a constitutional amendment by 
which the State was required to enter 
upon the compilation and manufacture of 
text-books for the common schools, and to 
sell them at cost to the parents and guard­ 
ians of children of the public schools. 
Loth the great political parties approved 
the measure by express platform declara­ 
tions. In 1S8Ó the Legislature, with 
scarcely a dissenting voice, put the plan 
into operation. It has been diligently and 
efficiently worked out to this date, with a 
success greatly exceeding the expectations 
of the most sanguine friends of the scheme. 
It has resulted so satisfactorily as to dis­ 
arm all legitimate opposition—the oppo 
nent with ulterior views and a selfish in 
terest is never disarmed. Most of the 
books have been produced; they have re­ 
ceived the indorsement of the unpreju­ 
diced educators of the State, and we take 
it that practical men, comparing the old 
aid the new, with scarce an exception 
will concur in the judgment that there 
have been produced as good, if not la tter 
books by the State than the people bought 
of the book syndicates heretofore. They 
are as well printed and lietter bound than 
any that preceded them. They are fur­ 
nished to the people at about half the exist 
heretofore entailed upon them, and thus a 
wonderfill economy has liecn conserved, to 
sav nothing of ejecting school-book |>oli- 
t'cs, hook rings and publishing syndicates, 
and all the ills that hang upon their 
skirls, from onr school system, and Boards 
of Education, not to mention the Legisla­ 
ture, which wrestles! often and long with 
them, and not always came out of the con­ 
test untarnished. 
In the light of these facts it is passing 
strange that there should Ik* any coldness 
in the Legislature on the subject of pro­ 
viding the means anil passing all neces­ 
sary laws to carry on the work, so well l>e- 
'gun, to a completely successful issue. In 
the late campaign onr amiable political 
enemies, the Democrats, made the enter­ 
prise a war cry, and applauded the scheme 
to the echo. Where stands the party now, 
with the control of the Senate in its hands? 
For three Weeks the bill for forwarding 
the school-book work has slumliered in 
committee, and its passage has thereby 
been seriously endangered. The committee 
bn* of late been absent in the south coun­ 
try enjoying itself, while tiiis important 
measure slept in its lockers at the Capitol. 
Nothing more satisfactory to the liook- 
agent could happen than the death of the 
bill by neglect—for kill it outright neither 
li ouse nor Senate will dare do. 
w e cannot conceive what there is in the 
matter to cause any hesitation whatever. 
It is, in fact, mere pro forma provision. 
There is to he no outgo from Ihe State 
Treasury, since every dollar she puts iuto 
printing the books comes hack to her, and 
the people of the State, by the process, 
save an immense sum that has heretofore 
g me to the enrichment of book rings, and 
.through them to the corruption of the 
fountains of popular education. 
This 
measure should he reported at onto, taken 
lip at onto, and at once passed. If it fails 
the Democratic Senate must hear the re­ 
sponsibility of defying a constitutional 
mandate, anti ignoring its platform pledge. 
The Republican Assembly has done loiter 
—the bill lias got out of committee there, 
and is before the House. W ith Ihe revela­ 
tions recently made of attempts to manip­ 
ulate the files, no one may venture 
to forecast the possible, however, for it may 
be that some book interest, deep and low, 
is moving beneath the surface to defeat by 
chicane an important State interest, in 
which there is legitimately no politics, no 
personal concern, no other thing than the 
highest good of the people who are raising 
up citizens to the State. 
State interests of this character arc al­ 
ways endangered by delay, ant! now when 
the end of the session is near at hand, and 
the provision not made—save by item in 
the appropriation Dill—that is deemed 
necessary, to be embodied in distinct bills, 
the friends of the schools and the school- 
Jwok system have reason to feel anxious. 
The motion of Mr. Hinsliaw in the Senate 
to place all bills relating to the common 
schools u; on the special file, was in the 
line of public service. It was a wise fore­ 
sight that moved the Senator to such ac­ 
tion. If the Senate has nof. already done 
ihe 
tion bv unan- 


the interests of the parents with children 
in the schools must not lie imperiled by no- 
glect to legislate. Only by utmost vigi­ 
lance and strong endeavor can the neces­ 
sary legislation on the subject of the text- 
liooks be now had. Let us hope it may be 
accomplished within this very day. 
A BILL TO CONSERVE HUMAN RIGHTS. 
It is very late in the legislative session 
to expect a bill just introduced to be passed 
into law. Still, we entertain the hope 
that the Vrooinan bill to defend laborers 
from strikers will be taken up, passed and 
sent to the Governor. It is in the interest 
of free lalior, of working men, of honest 
industry. There is no reason why men 
who want to work and succeed in securing 
employment should not be protected from 
the assaults, threats and brutality of those 
who think they know better than the 
workers themselves what is good for them 
The bill provides that it shall be a misde­ 
meanor to interfere by threats or otherwise 
with a worker to induce him to quit his 
employment, and it is made unlawful to 
conspire to accomplish that end. If it be 
said there is law sufficient now to protect 
men from assault, it is to be replied that 
in fact it does not protect them from the 
intimidation, conspiracies, brow-beating 
and menacing attitudes of strikers. 
There is needed a vigorous law to put in 
the list of crimes all efforts to drive men 
from labor by those whose places they take» 
or to drag into a strike workmen who have 
neither part nor lot in it. As a matter of 
fact, the lalior organizations of the country 
have lately assumed the right to do that no 
individual would darc attempt. Recently 
dispatches from New York read: “ The 
non-union freight handlers were again at­ 
tacked this evening as they were quitting 
work at several of the North river piers. 
At the Savannah Line pier two or three 
men were beaten, pounded and kicked un­ 
mercifully. No arrests were made. One 
man was assaulted while a policeman was 
near, hut he did not dare to interfere on 
account of the crowd.” And this is a fair 
sample of many dispatches, and represents 
outrages of like character in this State on 
more than one occasion. It represents the 
disposition to substitute the “ union” decree 
for the rule of the State and the majesty 
of free government—-a tendency that must 
be cut short, and speedily. 
Labor leagues may resolve by night and 
by day that they condemn these coercive 
methods and are not responsible for them, 
hut all the world knows they do foster and 
encourage them by every movement they 
make to drive men from lalior. Their 
whole course shows that they have no 
deep sense of shame over these infractions 
of human rights. We shall not be sur­ 
prised oven to find some of them con­ 
demning the hill referred to instead of ap­ 
plauding it as they should, if they are 
true friends of labor. For it is no more 
nor legs than a measure to insure the right 
of the citizen to work for whom lie pleases 
and for what wage lie pleases. 
All rights 
strikers have in this land ; the right to 
breathe and live and do, to order out and 
to order in, rest upon precisely the same 
basis. Every time lalxirers lift a hand or 
set up a reign of threats and violence to 
drive non-strikers from work, they invoke 
the same methods against themselves when 
the conditions are reversed; they assail 
the one shield that assures them of even 
the right to strike. There Is nothing that 
can excuse or palliate these attempts to 
force men who disagree with strikers, to 
join their ranks. Yet the tiling is done, 
and there appears to lie inability to reach 
the wrong under the present laws, and 
hence, we presume, the introduction of the 
hill referred to. 
It ought to pass. If it is in conflict with 
any human right, the Courts will prevent 
its enforcement; if it conserves any nat­ 
ural right, no just man can conscientiously 
oppose it. If it will aid in the preserva­ 
tion of the peace, all men should applaud 
it; if present laws are sufficient for the 
evil complained of, then it can do no 
harm to pass the bill. There is in all these 
strikes more or less of misrule, and lately 
an incomprehensible inactivity on the part 
of peace officers. A new law is needed to 
warn the offenders and prod the negligent, 
and this Dill appears to move in that direc­ 
tion and well up to core of the evil. 


CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


PiiiNcK B ism a r c k has secured a tri­ 
umph by a narrow majority in the recent 
elections in Germany, and thus assures the 
military hill over which he had such hot 
contention with the combined forces of 
most of the opposition last month. Jle 
will now he enabled to pass the hill for its 
original period of vitality of seven years. 
The victory was secured by friendly ad­ 
justment with the Vatican upon the 
Church restriction statutes, which carried 
over t he influence of the Papal party to 
the Government wing in the Chamber. 
The result in one respect is crushing, lor it 
so scotches the Socialist party that it will 
not l>e able, hv further coalition with any 
of the factions opposed to the Govern­ 
ment, to make itself dangerously felt in 
the new laxly. 
It is not, however, de­ 
prived of vitality ; it cast a remarkably 
heavy vote at the election, and its rank 
and file is as undaunted a body of assail­ 
ants as any (Jovernment ever antagonized. 
If the Reichstag is found to lie sufficiently 
strong for reliance by the Imperial party, 
it is probable that such democracy as ex­ 
ists in Germany will lie put under new re­ 
strictions, which will shear it to the raw. 
Bismarck will tie emboldened to limit the 
franchise still more, and so crib and crip­ 
ple the suffrage of the country that the 
Opposition will find its best strength of no 
avail at the polls. Then will begin a new 
era of political contention among the Ger­ 
man people, and where and how it will 
end will lie the profoundest of questions.

T h e N ew I kon R ailroad B r id i.e.—The 
new iron combination bridge over Russian 
river at this place, built by the California 
Bridge Company of Oakland, for the S. F. 
A N. 1’. R. Ii Co , was completed last Sat­ 
urday, and delivered to the railroad engi­ 
neers by A. W. Burrell, President of the 
Bridge Company. The bridge consists of 
two spans of 200 feet each, the longest pas­ 
senger railroad trnsses on the coast, reeling 
on concrete piers, and the completed struc­ 
ture presents an imposing and handsome 
appearance. Before acceptance, the spans 
were tested with a train of locomotives, 
led by one of 04 tons weight, the others 
weighing about 50 tons each. The deflec­ 
tions under the test loads running at differ­ 
ent rates of speed were taken bv the rail­ 
road engineers who were well pleased with 
the results. Mr. Whiting, the Superintend­ 
ent of the railroad was present, and ex­ 
pressed himself as perfectly satisfied with 
the work, which is certainly creditable to 
the enterprise of the railroad company, 
and to the skill of the builders.—Health- 
burg Enterprise.

The Senate met at 10 a. m., Senator W hite in 
the chair.

GENERAL FILE ASSUMED. 
S. B. 271, to encourage and provide for a gen­ 
eral vaccination. Read first time and placed on 
special file 
S. B. 70, to appropriate $20,000 to establish an 
asylum for insane criminals. 
Boggs spoke at some length in support of the 
bill, which he said was in the interest of econ­ 
omy. There are some sixty insane convicts now 
in the two insane asylums, and they could be 
more economically provided for at Sail Quentin. 
Their transfer would be a relief, moreover to the 
asylums. 
W hite. Cluuie. Crandall and M urphy spoke 
against the bill, and Langford in its favor. 
Boggs moved that the bill be relerred to a se­ 
lect committee, to m ake certain amendments.

Ou motion of Mr. Rucker, S. B. 387, appropri­ 
ating $25000 for the supj)ort of ihe Home for the 
Care and Training of Feeble-Minded Children, 
was placed on the special file without reference 
to committee. 
.Substitute for A. B. 459, for the general appro­ 
priation bill, was read the first time. 
Assembly constitutional am endm ent 7, to 
abolish the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
was withdrawn, leave being granted the author 
to do so. Mr. H art made a short speech, in 
which he expressed the opinion that the Rail­ 
road Commission was a useless appendage to 
the State government, but the committee to 
whom the am endm ent had been referred had 
not thought »o, and had agreed to report ad­ 
versely. 
While he did not relinquish his 
opinion, he still had no objection to the meas­ 
ure being withdrawn. 
Assembly constitutional amendment 13, pro­ 
viding that hills may become laws after being 
read twice by title and once at length, intro­ 
duced by Ellsworth, was supported by the 
author, who said it was a farce to compel the 
reading of bills three times at length on three 
several days—that provision merely obstructing 
legislation without doing anything to m ake the 
enactm ent of laws easier or safer. 
Mr. Renison opposed the passage of the 
amendment. The object of reading bills three 
times was to compel members to understand 
them before the roll-call was reached. lie did 
not think there was any public desire for a 
change in the Constitution in this respect. 
Mr. Coombs said the committee having the 
subject under consideration had discussed two 
projK>sitions—one to simplify the methods ot 
legislation and another to extend the period of 
the sessions—it being plain that no laws can be 
passed as things are. 
The committee had con­ 
cluded that to simplify the methods of legisla­ 
tion was the cheapest and best, and so had re­ 
ported the measure. It merely provided that 
bills need be read in each House but ouee at 
length. 
Tne am endm ent was adopted—aves68, noes 
Assembly Constitutional Amendment 14, in­ 
creasing Hie salary of the At'orney-General to 
SO.uOo a year, was defeated—ayes 50. noes is. 
A. C. Á. 5. amending the Constitution relative 
to the passage of special laws, was adopted— 
ayes 57. noes 12. 
Shanahan gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider. 
A. B? 120. to am end an Act to incori>orate the 
town of Chico, was finally passed. 
E vening Session. 
Mr. Hyde iptroduced a resolution appointing 
K. O. Tuttle as Assistant Journal Clerk. Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Attaches aud Em­ 
ployes. 
The following bills were finally passed : 
S. B. 281, appropriating $250,000 for the erec­ 
tion ot additional buildings lor the use of the 
chronic insaue. A. B. 180, authorizing County 
Clerks in this State to take and certify affidavits 
for Cnited Statc3 pension claim ants, without 
the paym ent of fees or compensation therefor. 
A. B. 80, providing for the formation of certain 
religious corporations. A. B. 154, to provide for 
the support of the public schools of the State of 
California, by a perm anent levy and rate ot tax­ 
ation. 
A. B. 13. to define, regulate and govern Stale 
Prisons of California, was opposed by Mr. 
Brierly, on the grouud that the section pro­ 
hibiting the sale of jute bags in the mouths of 
August, September aud October, except in 
small quantities, would operate to squeeze grain 
farmers worse than the bag ring has ever dond 
The bill was defended by Hyde, who ex­ 
plained that bags ean be sold upon orders prior 
to thdse months, which would prevent a corner. 
Carr ot Sacramento expressed the opinion 
that the bill would stop stone m anufacturing at 
Folsom, which he did not think to the interest 
of the State. The stone quarrying there cer­ 
tainly should be continued. 
H yaesaid he supported the bill for the very 
reason that it stopped the m anufacture of every­ 
thing at the prisons ex- ept iute bags. 
Brierly moved to am end so that the Prison 
Directors may sell bags from June 1st to Decem­ 
ber 1st, but* at no other time of the year. 
Adopted. 
The bill was then ordered engrossed. 
Assembly Constitutional Amendment 17, con­ 
stituting tfie Lieutenant Governor an inspector 
of public institutions and fixing his salary at 
$4,000 per annum , was adopted—ayes63, noes 2. 
On motion of Coombs, S. B. 2ft), prohibiting 
the sophistication or adulteration of wines, was 
taken uo. read the first time and ordered on file.

Adjourned. 
l e g is l a t iv e : n o t e s . 
Senator Dray performed valuable service 
for the people of Sacramento at last even­ 
ing's session, when, under the agreement 
that each Senator could select one bill and 
have it read the first time, lie called up the 
bill to amend the city's funded debt law so 
as to rerooye the 35-cent restriction in the 
purchase of bonds, and secured its first 
reading. 
There was pressure brought 
upon him to favor other bills instead, 
but he very properly regarded this as the 
most important to the people of Sacra­ 
mento, and his judgment will be warmly 
approved. 
The bill introduced in the Senate yester­ 
day by Mr. Vrooman is intended to meet 
all such contingencies as the recent out­ 
rages on the street railroads in San Fran­ 
cisco by strikers. It ni3ke3 it a misde­ 
meanor for any person to interfere with 
any laborer in fhe discharge of his duties, 
or to make such labor hazardous or dan­ 
gerous. 
Frank Mnrsjon, assistant Clerk of the 
Assembly, has a social turn, and instead of 
attending the evening sessions he has often 
absented himself recently tor a good lime 
at the skating rink, balls or parties. La*t 
evening lie was absent again, and Clerk 
Ryan desiring his services, issued a warrant 
for him, upon which Sergeant-at-Arms 
Klein, about 9 o’clock, produced him in 
the Assembly chamber, having captured 
him at a festive party. To his great chag­ 
rin and disgust, Marston was compelled to 
go to work at his desk in a dress suit and 
canary necktie.

A lady and her two 
daughters, occupying a ranch near where 
the train was snowed in. very kindly be 
stirred themselves and provided the entire 
com pany and the band w ith hot biscuits, 
coffee and fried bam," which seemed one of 
the finest breakfasts the soldiers had ever 
partaken of. 
Then they started in single 
file, through snow from knee to waist deep, 
for Grass Valley, a distance of seven miles, 
accomplishing the march in a little less 
than three hours, and getting in about 
noon.

RA SCALITY. 


A n F lx-F ostofflce C lerk fro m W ood lan d 
F alls into a T rap. 
About a m onth ago a young man named 
Ernest F. Sehliem ann, nephew of the ex­ 
County Clerk of Yolo, called at the Sacra­ 
m ento Postoffice, and, presenting a letter of 
introduction from Posmaster Pedlar, of 
W oodland, explained that he was Deputy 
Postm aster at that place, and would like 
to pass through the Sacramento office and 
note its workings. 
Deputy Postm aster 
Leake subm itted 
the request to Post­ 
master Stephens, 
who, 
it seems, 
had 
not been 
favorably impressed 
by Mr. 
Schliem ann's appearance. 
He consented, 
however, to allow him to go through the 
office, but directed that the rule prohibit­ 
ing such visitors from m edlling with any- 
tiiing or being allowed to wa uder about at 
will, should be strictly enforced. Schlie- 
rnann appeared well satisfied, and during 
his visit was loquacious, comparing w hat 
he saw with the m anner m atters were con­ 
ducted at W oodland, etc.. and became 
quite familiar. During the following weeks 
he frequently stopped at the windows to 
exchange a few words with the clerks. 
Last Monday, during Mr. Leake’s absence 
at breakfast, 
HR PRESENTED a MONEY ORDER 
From W oodland for $100. A letter of ad­ 
vice, signed by the W oodland Postmaster, 
had previously been received in proper 
form, and the money was paid. 
Yesterday 
Postm aster Pedlar came to the city, called 
upon Mr. Leake, told him that he had be­ 
come suspicious that Sehliem ann was dis­ 
honest, and asked if the latter had cashed 
anv money orders here. 
Mr. Leake re­ 
plied that 
he 
had received the coin 
on one for $100 last 
Monday. 
The 
statem ent 
was 
sufficient 
to 
con­ 
firm Postmaster Pedlar’s suspicions, and to 
show a state of facts about as follow s: 
Sehliemann had been employed in the 
Woodland office, but was discharged on 
the 25th of last m onth. 
W ith a view of 
m aking a scheme he had in m ind oper­ 
ative. he came to Sacramento and made the 
acquaintance of the Postotlice clerks, so 
that he would not need any identification; 
and during his stay here he also obtained 
the names of reputable citizens to use as 
he found occasion. 
Returning to W ood­ 
land, he, last Monday, while Mr. Pedlar 
was absent from his office, 


W ENT IN FA M ILIA R LY , 
And, assuming to be good-naturedly assist­ 
ing the young lady acting as deputy, made 
out an application for a money order, pay­ 
able to F. H . W ing. Sacramento, for $1, 
from himself, and paid the dollar and also 
the live-cent fee. 
lie then made out an 
order payable to himself, in Sacramento, for 
$100, 
iiistead 
of 
$1, and 
filled out 
the 
Postm aster's 
letter 
of ad­ 
vice 
to 
Fostmaster 
Stephens 
in the sam e sum . 
W hen Mr. Pe liar re 
turned aud saw the order for $1, and found 
the fee paid, be did not luistrust anything 
wrong, and in 
fact nothing could have 
been ascertained showing that there had 
been trickery until after the accounts from 
the Sacramento and W oodland Postoffices 
had been received and compared at W ash­ 
ington but for Mr. Pedlar’s subsequent sus­ 
picions. 
A FTER DRAW ING T H E $100, 
Sehliem ann returned to W oodland, and 
yesterday m orning, while Mr. Pedlar was 
out of the office, and the lady clerk was 
busy, he filled out an application for an 
order payable to Cbarle3 Sm ith, of this 
city, for $2, and another payable to Moore 
Hesketh, also for $2. 
In the same m anner 
that he operated last Monday, he used these 
applications as a blind, and filled outorders 
and letters of advice in his own favor for 
$100 in each instance, payable in Sacra­ 
mento. 
H is plan of 
operations 
being made 
known, Mr. Leake directed Mr. Pedlar to 
take a seat in the private office and wait 
developments. 
H e then sent word to 
Chief D illm an to repair to the Postoffice, 
and told the Money-Order Clerk that he 
him self would attend to business till the 
office closed. Sehliem ann appears to have 
preferred not to do business with Mr. 
Leake, and tim ed his arrival at the Post­ 
office, so as to he there when that gentle­ 
man would ordinarily have been gone to 
dinner. 
He entered the ruoney-order of­ 
fice before Chief D illm an had arrived, and 
seemed quite surprised to see I.cake, but 
the latter talked pleasantly and

Chief Dillm an, who had hurried up with 
officer Sullivan, arrived about this time, 
and entered, leaving Sullivan 
outside. 
Fearing th at Sehliem ann would suspect 
something Leake called to the Chief, before 
the latter could say anything, “ H ank, Mr. 
Stephens wants to see you. 
H e'll be in be­ 
fore long.” Sehliem ann did not appear 
disposed to say anything about money- 
orders for a while but spoke of other m at­ 
ters. and stated that he had not been back 
to W oodland since Monday, and said he 
had heard from his old home in Princeton, 
111., that his father was sick, and that he 
intended to go back and see him . As he 
would not introduce the subject of moucy- 
orders, Leake said to him , “ By-the-way, 
there are some 


ADVICES H E R E IN YOClt FAVOR, 
And you m ight as well get them now as 
any time.” 
Schleim ann consented, and 
was in the act of writing his signature as a 
receipt when Leake callied upon Chief Diil- 
nmn to arrest him . 
It was doubtful which 
was the most surprised, Sehliemann or the 
Chief. However, the arrest was made, and 
the prisoner wa3 taken to Jbe private office 
and experienced another surprise when he 
saw Postm aster Pedlar sitting there. On 
being searched he proved to be armed 
very thoroughly, having a knife with an 
immense blade, a pistol and cartridges iri 
abundance, and two bottles of laudanum . 
He said lie thought lie m ight have need of 
the weapons while traveling, but he did 
not explain much about the poison. 
He 
had only about $13 left of the $1<K> ob­ 
tained on Monday, having spent the re­ 
mainder, or paid bills with it. meanwhile. 
The Chief and officer Sullivan escorted 
him to the Western Hotel, where lie liad 
put up, and found his

had been lodged in jail, Postm aster Ste­ 
phens had an interview with him in Chief 
D illm an's private office, in the presence of 
the Chief, and found him willing to taik 
freely. 
In answer to direct questions as to 
the m anner of m aking out the orders and 
advices, he frankly adm itted that lie had 
filled

applications in the names

as narrated above. 
Mr. Stephens asked 
him who he contemplated, when he was

Did not know that Mr. Pedlar would be 
the sutterer. Just w hat the charge against 
him will be has not been settled. 
H e cer­ 
tainly has been guilty of forgiry, in sign­ 
ing Postmaster Pedlar’s nam e to the orders 
and advices, and also guilty of falsifying 
records. A Government agent from below 
is expected to arrive bereJo get him to-day. 
The transactions in which Sehliem ann 
has been engaged will probably cost Mr. 
I’cdlar the loss of $80 or $99, but be is 
fortunate in being saved the other $200. He 
says that he had instructed his deputy not 
to allow Sehliem ann in the office, but she 
was very busy yesterday when he entered. 
H earing'that he had been there and inter­ 
fered with the accounts, Mr. Pedlar's sus­ 
picions were aroused and he kept him in 
sight and came to Sacram ento on the same 
train with him, occupying a box car so that 
he could see and not be seeu. 
On arriving 
here he lost no tim e in communicating 
w ith Mr. Leake. The Sacramento office 
of course loses nothing by Schliem ann’s 
misconduct.

LOCAL BREVITIES.

The Assembly Inve»tigatiou. 
The Assembly committee engaged in the 
investigation of alleged crookedness among 
the clerks of that body, and which, in 
turn, E. J. Sm ith has charged upon the 
part of persons in higher places, resumed 
operations yesterday forenoon in the As­ 
sembly chamber. 
E. J. Sm ith took the stand again, and, 
having produced the telegram he sent to 
Bulkeley, explained the reason for his 
sending it by saying that Bulkeley had 
asked him to do what he could for the bill 
providing for the payment of A urelia Pfeif­ 
fer fora water right appropriated for a State 
institution in Berkeley. 
He said he had 
informed Bulkeley that if the bill should 
become a law Controller Duun would not 
draw a w ariant for its paym ent, as the 
claim had not been presented to the Board 
of Exam iners for m onths previous to the 
meeting of the Legislature. W itness had 
gone to the State Library and looked up 
some fifteen authorities for Bulkeley on this 
point, and Bulkeley had promised to give 
him $20 for this. 
I t was to the paym ent of 
this the dispatch alluded. 
W itness said he 
intended to harm the bill by telling m em ­ 
bers about the provisions of the law re­ 
ferred to, which were against it. 
Shaen denied that he had conversed with 
Sm ith about advancing either the insur­ 
ance or sidewalk bills, and that Mann had 
never asked him to have a bill advanced. 
Assemblyman H enry of Butte, who had 
come under Sm ith's “exposure,” explained 
to the committee about his case, and said 
that when he mentioned “ fixing” Sm ith, 
lie told him that if the bill referred to as 
having too m uch attention from him was 
fooled with, he would “ fix " him . It was 
only this, and nothing more—no metallic 
fixing intended. 
W . P. Higgins, the political m anipulator, 
testified in his own behalf, and denied 
that lie asked Sm ith to destroy the m uti­ 
lated files. Sm ith insisted upon his state­ 
ment, aud asked the witness several ques­ 
tions, and leaving the m atter one of deli­ 
cate veracity between them . 
At noon the 
investigation was adjourned until evening 
but as the Assembly was in session last 
evening no furthei proceedings were held. 


T h r T r a in s .—Late Tuesday night and 
early yesterday m orning there was such a 
fall of snow north of Edgewood, on the 
California and Oregon Railroad, that the 
passenger train coming down from Mon­ 
tague got stalled about three miles above 
Edgewood, and subsequently about one 
and oae-half miles nearer that station, and 
could not get clear until so late in the day 
that the train due here yesterday afternoon 
will not get in until about 5:30 this m orn­ 
ing 
A special train from Lathrop about 
4 i>. m. yesterday brought delayed passen­ 
gers from the south, who had been unable 
to connect with the regular train for Sacra­ 
m ento 
The west-bound overland express 
will probably be three or four hours late in 
its arrival this morning, owing to troub'e 
east of Truckee. 


B r o u g h t D o w n .—Locomotives 193 and 
75, which were crushed by the falling of a 
section of snow-shed upon them at Tam a­ 
rack last Sunday night, were brought here 
yesterday m orning lor repairs. 
The dam ­ 
age is confined almost exclusively to their 
cabs, smokestacks and pilots. Several car­ 
loads of sheep that were on the train to 
which the accident occurred also arrived 
here yesterday. Some of the cars were dis­ 
abled by the accident,and the sheep had to 
be transferred to other ears. Their fright 
had made many of them crazy, and they 
charged the train men furiously, and then 
scattered and ran like greyhounds up and 
down the snow-sheds, defying capture for a 
long time. 


O n H a b e a s C o r p u s .— T h e case of John 
A. Colter, recently held to ar.swer in W ood­ 
land for conspiracy to defraud, came up for 
hearing before Judge Armstrong in Depart­ 
m ent One of the Superior Court yesterday 
afternoon. Messrs. Ferral and Van Arnold, 
of San Francisco, appeared for the peti­ 
tioner, and District Attorney' Sprague and

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 


The W oman Suffrage People Excited. 
V a n c o u v e r, February 23d. — Since the 
days of the infamous iired Scott decision, 
there has been no such excitement over a 
Court decision as is now prevailing among 
our women suffrage people in this city, and 
the entire Territory, over the recent out­ 
rageous opinions of Justices Langford and 
Turner, of our Supreme Court. 
It is the 
opinion of the best lawyers of this Terri­ 
tory, especially ex-Chief Justice D enni­ 
son—one of the ablest Justices of the Pa­ 
cific coast—that these Justices transcended 
their powers, and have announced opin­ 
ions which cannot be sustained by the ju ­ 
dicial decisions of any State in the Union. 
Among the States that have spoken. Judge 
Dennison cites New York, Pennsylvania, 
Florida. Missouri, Indiana, Illinois, Ohio 
and California. Three cases were decidedly 
in point in California (4 Cal. R , 383; 10 
Cal. R., 315; 51 Cal. R.. 363 and 624), all 
the decisions holding substantially that the 
presumption is always in favor of the con­ 
stitutionality of the law, and in declaring it 
void the Court m ust be satisfied beyond a 
doubt that it clearly, palpably and plainly 
violates 
the 
Constitution. 
Our 
peo­ 
ple 
look 
upon 
the 
recent 
opinions 
as an outrage sprung upon them , and 
was the result of a preconcerted conspiracy. 
That the anim us of these would-be so- 
called decisions was the personal hostility 
of these Judge3 to woman suflrage, as they 
are both anti-suffragists of the slave-driv­ 
ing period. The case closed on Monday 
night in the Supreme Court at Olympia, 
and on Thursday m orning these UDjust 
Judges rendered their monstrous opinions, 
containing !5,000 words. Some of the re­ 
sults of following the track of the whisky 
ring by the Judges will be to overthrow 
not less than thirty-live statutes of this 
Territory, besides violating many indict­ 
m ents now pending in our Courts on the 
part of the United States against tim ber 
land thieves to the money value of m ill­ 
ions, the Chinese cases, and other offenses 
against the Government. Telegrams, let­ 
ters and petitions are going forward to the 
President from this city and Territory, ask 
ing the President to remove these unjust 
Judges, and appoint in their places Judge 
B. F. Dennison, of Vancouver, and H on. 
W. H . W hite, of Seattle; also, asking Con­ 
gress to legislate so ss to defeat the effect of 
these decisions, that strike at the sacred 
rights of thousands of women.

through the train. She had never m en­ 
tioned her condition to any of the passen­ 
gers, and her two children were really suf­ 
fering from hunger. Senators Westerfield 
and W illiam s gave the woman $20 apiece, 
and Black Wailace purchased clothes for 
the children. 
Mackay found three other 
poor women on the train and gave them 
3100 each. The recipients of the charity 
uried like children, nnd the scenes on the 
train are described as very affecting — Car­ 
son Appeal.
